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bo In view of the international situation* we smist reckon every 
day with the outbreak of another war* Our primary mission 
henceforth is to work for the preservation of peace under the 
leadership of the h*S a S c R. I have observed that most of our 
party meKbors have not realized the danger of a now war or that 
they do not take this danger seriously enough* This is a disgrace 
to our entire party organisation* Unless we realize at once the
